To be efficient they must be organized in churches and Associations 
Every reason that can be assigned for the general organizations of the 


whiite churches is equally applicable to similar organizations among the 

colored. If these organizations render the white churches more efficient 

for good, will similar organizations prove a curse to the colored ones ? 

This singular logic is involved in opposi 
churches into Associations. There are, the 
can religiously instruct this people, Either to give them separate indepen- 
dent organizations, or incorporate them in our own—Let them be part of us 
This latter course, it is believed, would result in great injury, spiritually, 
to both races. The first, then, is the only feasible way in which we can 
religiously instruct them as a people. This will] avoid the necessity of 
chlertaining your pastors, sometimes, in the kitchen, and at othcr inegs in 
the parlor. 

(Mi their churches they will have ample opportunity to develop and 
employ the gifts possessed among them, and, quite likel , Some of these 
will rise to respectability. Whether they will have white pastors is a 
question for them to determine. In their general organizations it js the 
part of wisdom, for the present, that these should occur j 
with ours. We should give them one day, more or less, in whic 
their business; at the fret, perhaps, our officers should preside. In this 
way we could give them important religious instructio 
practical business qualifications also. It is well known that an unusual 
number of colored men think that they are called to preach. It is likely 
many of these are mistaken. We are in danger here of prostituting the 
ministerial office by investing, with its sacred functions, unworthy persons 
We should ever aim at a high degree, both in knowledge and piety, for 

i professions require years of preparatory 
study—this is the most learned of all. But as a minister's real strength 

does not lie alone in his learning, but chiefly in his piety, the former can 

be more easily dispensed with, to a given limit, and stil] pose a useful 

Preacher. But, as a rule, it is believed to be well to clothe hone with its 

sacred functions who cannot read. How can a man vo “the gospel 
of the grace of God "—* contend earnestly for the fait once delivered to 
the saints "—who cannot.read the word of God ? We should encourage 
this class to study by giving them all the assistance in our er. If no 
other way presents itself, we can teach them at night, where we have them 
in our employ. Your Committee has pursued this course in one instance 
with su : 

A comptehensive view of this subject is well calculated to ins ire ux 
with hope of abundan Success eventually.
